Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

heating or blotting, and impact effects contacting the surface deposited polymer with a 
plasticizing fluid or a mixture of plasticizing fluids under plasticizing conditions to 
plasticize and/or swell the polymer and internally distribute deposition matter, and 
releasing the plasticizing fluid or fluids to obtain polymer composite. This element 
cannot be considered a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because it is 
shown in prior art (see the article "LIQUID STATE ACTIVATION" BIORISE 
TECHNOLOGY PLATFORM, XP002142912, submitted by applicant). 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
